This response acknowledges receipt of your Freedom of Information Act (FOI A) request by the Executive Office for 
Immigration Review (EOIR). Your request has been assigned control number: 2019-37038. 

If vou have filed a fee waiver request, EOIR will address the fee waiver in a separate letter. Otherwise, your request 
coLdtutes an agreement to pay fees that may be chargeable up to $25 without notice. Most requests do not require any 
fees- however i?the fees for processing the request are estimated to exceed $25.00, EOIR will notify you before 
prSeS the Je^uest to deteline whether you will commit to paying the fee or whejter you wish to narrow dte scope of 
vour request to reduce the fee. Fees may be charged for searching records at the rate of $4.75 (administratiye)/$10^0 
(profesLnal) per quarter hour, and for duplication of copies at the rate of $.05 per copy. The first 100 copies and two 
hours of search time are not charged, and charges must exceed $25.00 before we will charge a fee. 

The FOIA requires an agency to respond within 20 working days after receipt of Jhe request, 
this standard The FOIA permits a ten-day extension of this time period, pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(6)(B), based o 
urlusuaUftcumstances. Y^ur request involves “unusual circumstances,” and EOIR is extendmg the .r’’ 

by an additional 10 working days because your request either requires the collection of records froni field offices, or 
involves a search for numerous records that will necessitate a thorough and wide-ranging search at headquarters. 

EOIR FOIA requests are placed in one of three tracks. Track one is for those requests that seek ^d receive expedited 
processing pursuant to subsection (a)(6)(E) of the FOIA. The second track is for simple requests that do not involve 
voluminous records or lengthy consultations with other entities. Track three is for complex requests that involve 
voluminous records and for which lengthy or numerous consultations are required, or those requests that may involve 
sensitive records. Your request has been placed in the complex track requests.
